Harris has ordered the trustees of the 
Kewburg insane asylum to make a 
complete reorganization of the staff of 
that institution as a result Of the dis- 
closures there. Superintendent How- 
ard, whose administration was severe- 
ly criticised by the trustees in a re- 
port to the governor, resigned several 
davs ago, and has been succeeded by 
Dr. C. H. Clark. A complete new set 
of officials, including attendants and 
otheis, will be named by the trustees 
next week. 


The governor attended a meeting of 


state board of charities, of which he 
is ex-officio president. 
The session 


was executive, but according to the 
members the governor made some 
pertinent remarks regarding his policy 
in conducting the various state insti- 
tutions. The governor is reported to 
have said that he will insist upon the 
trustees being something more than 
honorary officials of these institutions. 
The governor has been asked to roap- 
polnt most of the retiring trustees, 
and ho has declared his purpose of 
insisting upon the appointment of 
men \\ho will take an active interest 
in and devote a reasonable portion of 
their time to the institutions foi whose 
management they are responsible.

Washington, March 22.—Joint inter- 


vention by Mexico and the United 
States in the conflict which threatens 
to Involve all of Central America, 
is now regarded as probable by diplo- 
matists. Tenders of good offices on 
the part of the two governments have 
not been headed by Nicaragua, Hon- 
duras and Salvador, and it has boon 
suggested to the state department that 
Mexico and the United States should 
send plenipotentiaries to the warring 
countries to investigate the causes of 
the present war and order an immedi- 
ate cessation of hostilities. Secretary 
of State Root and Mr. Creel, the 
Mexican ambassador, have been in 
conference frequently since the out- 
break of war, and Latin-American dip- 
lomatists would not be surprised by 
the announcement that Mexico and 
the United States have decided the 
war must cease. In fact such a settle- 
ment would be highly satisfactory to 
many of the South American represen- 
tatives, who feel that their countries 
Buffer from the warlike reputation of 
Central American countries. It has 
been pointed out to the state depart- 
ment that the co-operation of Mexico 
with the United States in restoring 
peace in Central America would dis- 
arm criticism of the United States and 
show that it has no thought of ac- 
quiring any territory of Latin-Ameri- 
can republics.

Bloody Battle Fought. 


Managua, Nicaragua, March 22.—A 


lispatch received here from the front 
aid: "The Honduran - Salvadorean 
array, numbering over 5,000 men, at- 
ackcd the Nicaraguan positions at 
•ortillos de Namlsque, and after three 
days and two, nights of fighting the 
Hondurans and Salvadoreans were 
completely defeated, leaving hundreds 
of dead and wounded on the battle- 
icld. The Nicaraguans also captured 
many prisoners, among them being 
several 
high officers, besides 2,000 


rifles and groat quantities of all kinds 
of ammunition. The defeated Salva- 
dorean officers included General Prc- 
sa, Geneal Avolar and General Colo- 
:ho. The Honduran commander de- 
feated was General Ltconia. The Nic- 
araguans lost many men wounded and 
had a few killed."
